The Electors Satisfied 


The election returns clear away any 
doubt that Edmonton voters generally 
would have been well content had Mayor 
Fry and the retiring aldermen been given 
re-election by acclamation. A heavy snow- 
storm on polling day and a campaign de- 
void of wide interest resulted in a small 
vote being polled. That had there been a 
larger turnout the verdict would have 
been still more emphatic is beyond ques- 
tion. 

Congratulations are due to the suc- 
cessful candidates on having conducted 
the business of the city in a way to earn 
overwhelming approval from the voters. 
And not less due to the taxpayers on hav- 
ing their affairs so well handled. 

There is in the outcome a clear expres- 
sion of feeling that, where major issues 
are absent, local election contests should 
not be forced at a time when public atten- 
tion needs centering on matters connected 
with the country’s participation in the 
war. 


The Problem Remains 


Retiral pension schemes were rejected 
at plebiscites in California and in Ohio. 
The California “ham and eggs” program 
proposed a pension of $30 a week for each 
unemployed person over fifty years of age. 
The Ohio plan proposed $50 a month to 
each retired person over sixty years. 
Somewhat paradoxically, the scheme 
which called for most money fared best, 
or least badly. In California the vote was 
about two to one against; in Ohio, three 
to one or worse. 

Waiving details, which perhaps ac- 
counted for a good deal of the opposition 
in both states, the broad question is: ‘‘So 
what?” It is a question Canadians as well 
as people in the United States will soon 
or later have to answer some way. 

Two facts remain unaffected by these 
and other abortive attempts to introduce 
retiral pension schemes. One is that men 
and women over sixty years are not want- 
ed in industry—only in exceptional cases 
are they wanted after reaching fifty. The 
other is that most wage-earners waen they 
reach the three-score mark have not saved 
enough money to support themselves. 

What are we going to do about it? 


A Nazi Plot 


Circumstantial evidence points pretty 
directly to a conspiracy among his Nazi 
followers as the source of the attempt to 
assassinate the Fuehrer. The explosion 
occurred in a beer cellar that was the 
birth-place and is the shrine of militant 
Naziism. It was known that Hitler would 
be there at the timne and would make a 


. Speech, as is his unvaried custom. For 


weeks the place had been one of the most 
carefully guarded spots in Germany. The 
most trusted party leaders were in charge 
of the arrangements for the meeting. For 
days preceding the place swarmed with 
Nazi officials, party key-men, police and 
troopers. A suspect or an unknown per- 
son had about as much chance to get into 
the cellar and plant a bomb as to get into 
the strong room of the Reichsbank. 

The Nazi press may fume and froth at 
“the English” and “the Jews,” but it is not 
in either direction the Gestapo are likely 
to find the authors of the plot—if they 
look for the authors, and not for scape- 
goats. The military leaders who have 
been seething with resentment over the 
murder of Fritsch had ample reason to 
want to be rid of the man suspected of 
that crime. The relatives and friends of 
Rohm and the other party headmen who 
perished in the bloody “purge” have not 
forgotten nor forgiven. Nor is it without 
possible significance that several of Herr 
Hitler's surviving colleagues who were 
supposed to attend the celebration found 
it convenient to be somewhere else when 
the bomb went off. 

The occurrence has all the ear-marks 
of an “inside job’. It is almost incon- 
ceivable that it could have been anything 
else. 


Remembrance Day 


When parliament changed the name of 
Armistice Day to Remembrance Day it 
came nearer to correctly sensing the sig- 
nificance of the anniversary than some of 
the members may have realized. For it 
has been shown by events that what hap- 

on the eleventh of November in 
1018 was the signing of an armistice and 
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nothing more than that. Hostilities were 
temporarily halted, that was all. 


Twenty-one years later the war las 
been resumed. Britain and France and 
the British nations oversea are again 
fighting a Government of Germany to 
save themselves from destruction, and in 
saving themselves to preserve for all other 
nations the opportunity to live secure from 
aggression. Perhaps for this day and 
generation it would have been better if the 
armistice had not been signed, and the 
issue fought out then to a conclusion. 

With the unfinished business again on 
hand, Canadians—and people in the other 
Allied countries—could find little cause 
to celebrate Armistice Day, other than to 
recall it as the day of the great illusion. 
But we will remember with more feeling 
than for many years the thirty thousand 
of our countrymen and women who gave 
their lives in the struggle to which the 
armistice brought a halt, and the half 
million who staked their lives and gave 
their services that freedom should not 
perish. It was not their fault that the 
four years of war turned out to be only 
the first round. They fought a good fight, 
and because they won we can win. Had 
they lost we should have little chance now 
to break the shackles of alien military rule 
and restore the free institutions and con- 
ditions which we enjoy. 

As we remember them, we must give 
thought also to the thousands of young 
Canadians who have now donned uniforms 
and are fitting themselves in our train- 
ing camps to take up the quarrel with the 
foe. To them has been passed the torch 
flung by the failing hands of those who 
sleep in Flanders’ Fields. They will bear 
it as worthily as did the others, and will 
not lay it down until what the others 
fought for shall have been firmly estab- 
lished and the menace of aggression no 
longer keep mankind in jeopardy.

The Passing Show

If Hollywood wants a real three-reel 
“thriller” with a background of war, scenarists 
will find one ready made. It is the story of 
how seventy tons of gold were carried away from 
the vaults of the Bank of Poland in Warsaw al- 
most under the noses of the Nazis when that 

city fell. The flight across 
MOVING THRILLER Poland and the search 
FROM REAL LIFE through the Black Sea and 

the Mediterranean filled a 
couple of weeks with thrilling moments. 

Determination and courage of former Fin- 
ance Minister Co]. Ignace Matuszewski led to 
the exciting event. Evacuation of Warsaw had 
been ordered; the German hordes were ad- 
vancing to seize their prey. Realizing what a 
help to the Nazi cause such a prize of gold would 
be, Col. Matuszewski commandeered eighteen 
brewery and laundry trucks and set a company 
of soldiers to loading the trucks with the gold 
bars. : 

With armed guards on each truck the strange 
cavalcade set off at top speed to the south- 
easternmost portion of the frontier, six hundred 
miles away. Quickly the Germans discovered 
that the gold had been removed. They set off 
in quest of it as far as they dare, and had the 
town of Sniatyn where the trucks hid, bombed 
(unsuccessfully) by planes. ; 

From Sniatyn a specially chartered train took 
the gold and the guards across Rumania to 
Constanta—Rumania’s port on the Black Sea. 
There it was loaded onto a Turkish steamer 
which put to sea as s0on as loaded. 

Not too soon did the vessel leave, for a few 
hours later the Rumanian government received 
warning from Berlin that the gold must be 
seized, and not allowed to leave Rumania. 

For over a week the vessel with the $80,- 
000,000 of gold bars cruised the Black Sea and 
the Mediterranean while Polish agents made 
arrangements with France to take possession of 
the treasure. Finally it was unloaded in Syria 
and shipped to France aboard a French warship. 
It will not be used by the new Polish Cabinet. It 
is to remain in France to form a reserve for the 
restored Polish currency when Poland is re- 
constituted.

For purely personal reasons I've been inter- 
ested of late in testing predictions made by a 
friend who is a firm believer in astrology. It 
puzzles me that so many of them have come 
true—far more than can be explained by any 
theory of probabilities. I’m still a sceptic—or 
more correctly an agnos- 
tic—over astrology, though 
I know its path crosses that 
of history and of most re- 
ligions. Prehistoric observers may have pieced 
together a science of planetary influences with a 
foundation in fact. My friend who guides his 
business affairs and even his speculations in 
stocks by his astral lore, has been making some 
pertinent predictions about the course of the 
war. 

One has to do with a sea battle east of the 
Dogger Bank on November 4 (I am writing this 
a couple of days ahead) and the escape of Ger- 
man raiders under cover of an engagement. He 
declares with an air of certainty that the war 
will last until the spring of 1943. 

Some of the scriptural and historic illus- 
trations leave me cold. When the Chaldean, 
Phul the Terrible, for instance, before the siege 
of Ninevah, rallied his beaten confederates by 
the prediction of his astrologer that if they held 
on for five more days, victory would come, I 
can't forbear a mean suspicion that Phul's as- 
trologer may have had a tip that the Caspian 
troops of Sardanapalus were about to desert. But 
it’s different when someone tells you of events 
in your life known only to yourself, or predicts 
sea battles in advance and their outcome and 
the length of the present war. 

Marshal Foch at the time of the 1918 armis- 
tice is credited with saying: “Gentlemen, the 
war is postponed for twenty years.” But that 
isn't as surprising a feat of prediction as to say 
in October, 1939, that the war will last till the 
spring of 1943—that is if the prediction comes 
true. >

Stilboestrol is not yet commercially avail- 
able on this side of the Atlantic, but is only 
awaiting further clinical tests before being made 
available to the medical profession. This marks 
a red letter day in the calendar of treatment for 
half the race.

Current Comment 


Economies of War 

The general character of the economic adjust~ 
ments required in the development of a nation's 
war capacity is analyzed in the current Monthly 
Review of The Bank of Nova Scotia, “The 
‘peace’ of recent years,” says the Review, “pro- 
vides examples of countries in every stage of 
war preparation. To the continent of Europe, 
at any rate, the outbreak of war does not repre- 
sent a sudden break in the continuity of economic 
events. It is rather an intensification of a trend 
which has been gathering strength for a number 
of years.” 

The Review states that the true measure of a 
nation's ability to prepare for or to wage war is 
the degree to which it can enlarge and redirect 
its productive capacity to this end. The extent 
of a country’s wartime effort thus depends upon 
its success in mobilizing its physical resources 
and its productive organization. There are four 
principal ways in which these rea] or ultimate 
resources may be drawn upon; 1, through in- 
creasing production; 2, through reducing per- 
sonal consumption; 3, through less investment in 
new forms of capital, and 4, through depletion 
of capital.

Germany and Japan, states the Review, have 
been using all these methods in enlarging their 
wartime capacities, Both countries have long 
since utilized their resources of idle men and 
equipment. In order to expand production still 
further, their citizens have sacrificed leisure and 
worked longer and harder. Personal consump- 
tion has been limited and reduced. Much of the 
normal investment of capital has been pre- 
vented. The national capital has been depleted 
not only through inadequate maintenance of 
plant but through the sale of foreign assets and 
the export of gold. 

How much longer this process can be con- 
ti.ued will depend upon how much more living 
standards can be reduced, upon how much harder 
their peoples can be induced to work, upon how 
much mere efficiently their productive systems 
can be organized, and upon how long existing 
stocks of capital will last. Now that Germany 
is at war, the strain on her economy will be 
greatly intensified, partly because of the further 
withdrawal of man-power into the armed forces 
and even more because of the Allied blockade. 
For the time being, the shortage of imports of 
strategic materials may be met from accumulated 
stocks. It remains to be seen, however, what 
success Germany will have in replenishing her 
dwindling supplies from increased domestic out- 
put of substitutes and from countries not subject 
to the blockade. 

Great Britain affords an example of a country 
which up to the outbreak of war had carried out 
the bulk of its military preparations through the 
use of idle or only partly-used resources of labor 
and capital. The standard of living had not been 
reduced but on the whole was increasing. And 
capital had been drawn upon only to a limited 
extent, 

The outbreak of war has led to a huge 
increase in the British effort. Expenditures 
averaging around £200 millions per month are 
expected for the remainder of the present fiscal 
year, i.e. up to March 31st next. At this figure, 
the government's outlays would be running at 
roughly 40% of the total national income, about 
two-thirds of which—an amount equivalent to 
over one-quarter of the national income—is for 
defence. It may be pointed out that the British 
rearmament expenditures in 1938, large as they 
appeared at the time, represented no more than 
8% of the national income. 

At the other end of the scale are to be found 
such countries as Canada and the United States, 
both of which have been devoting very little of 
their energies to war preparations. In this 
country there remain large reserves of idle labor 
and capital which could be drawn upon before 
any serious pressure upon the standard of living 
would develop. “In other words,” concludes the 
Review, “we are not faced with an immediate 
choice between ‘guns and butter.’ For the time 
being we can have both and this problem will 
not become urgent until our resources of men, 
materials and equipment are approaching the 
limits of their capacity.”"—Bank of Nova Scotia.

Finnish Women 
Prepared For 
War Duties 


NEW YORK. Nov, 10—Of all the 
women in the world, Finland's are 
perhaps the best prepared for a 
national emergency. And this 
valuable asset in the little country's 
present crisis is credited to a Jone 
woman—Finland’s heroine of the 
first Great War. 

Her name is Lotta Svard. When 
her husband went to war, she went 
with him, cooking his food, mending 
his clothes and nursing his wounds. 
When he.was killed, she continued 
the work for other soldiers. 

Her deeds snowballed into a 
national inspiration for the women 
of Finland, and today 100,000 of 
them—ten out of every 20 women in 
the country—are voluntary mem- 
bers of the Lotta Svard organiza-| 
tion,. trained intensively for vital | 
duties in a national emergency. | 

Ilta Helsingius, an attractive 27- 
year-old member of the group, who} 
is preparing to return to Finland | 
after a summer at the New York 
Fair Finnish pavilion, told 
about it today.

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.THE HUMAN EYE 


By Jackson Bros., Optometrist 


Let us consider first the eye. Here 
fs a subject so intricate and so com- 


plex that no man can claim to 
understand it fully. The eye is a 
living thing, yet it is also an optical 
instrument, obedient to the same 
physical laws of light action as are 
the camera, the microscope, and all 
other optical instruments.

The eye catches a glimpse 
of an object that engages the atten- 
tion, and instantly turns to look di- 
rectly at it. The eye has two quite 
dissimilar kinds of vision, direct and 
indirect and the direct or indirect 
kinds of seeing is the function of 
the muscles that enables the eyes 
fo move, to direct their gaze upon 
any one object, and then to turn 
from one object to another or to 
follow a moving object across the 
path of vision 

If any working part of the eye is 
defective we get a blurred image of 
the object looked at, and this is 
where eye strain reveals itself, by 
people continually straining to clear 
up this blurred condition, and where 
the defect is great, it is impossible 
to do it, therefore their world is 
limited to a certain area,

Change In Prosecution’s 
Plans Result In New 
Statement 


BIEL, Switzerland, Novy, 10.— 
A sudden change in the prosecu- 
tion’s plans Thursday resulted in 
a murder charge being laid | 
against Ernest Schupbach who, 
with his wife, is on trial here for 
a seties of crimes committed in 
Switzerland and Bay Tree, Alta. 
Until yesterday's development, | 
the principal charge against Schup-| 
bach was assault and battery on his 
11-year-old stepson, Maurice Nico- 
let, causing the death of the child 
on a farm near Edmonton, This| 
charge would carry a sentence of 
| from five to 15 years upon con-| 
| charge, 
| Mrs, Schupbach would be liable 
to life imprisonment in solitary con- 
| finement upon conviction for the 
| premeditated murder of her first 
|husband, Paul Nicolet. Now her| 
‘husband faces an equally serious| 
hharge. 

The prosecutor also said Schup- 
bach would be accused of impair- | 
ing the morals of a minor, On the |

New York Times Declares 


That Britain 
Unwarranted 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10-—The New 
York Times commented editorial- 
ly today that the charge by the 
German press that Great Britain 
was responsible for the attempted 
assassination of Adolf Hitler was 
an “unwarranted assumption that 
the British government would 
stoop to the method of political 
assassination.” 

Detailing the tremendous diffi-+ 
culties of obtaining explosives in 

Germany and of installing them 
in such a well-protected place as 
the Munich beer hall where Wed- 
nesday night's explosion took place, 
The Times remarked this would 
“require the active participation not 
only of Germans who are intimate- 
ly familiar with every step in the 
processes of Nazi officialdom, but 


| of Germans who are in a position to 


give important orders and to can- 
cel them.” The paper added: 

“Unless we assume that Hitler 
himself planned this extraordin- 
ary affair there is no possible ex- 
planation which does not imply 
at the very least the existence of 
a clique or a faction within the 
Nazi party willing to deal in trea- 
son,” 

The Herald-Tribune said: “It is 
almost terrible to think of the 
world-wide and appalling hates 
which this one man (Hitler) has 
concentrated upon himself.”
